It appears that John J. and Martha J. Jackley died between 1852 after the birth of 
daughter; Margaret and before the 1856 Nebraska state census where the Summers family has 
moved. Checking find-a-grave I found no references to Washington County, Missouri Jackley 
burials. Therefore, unitl we can find a marriage record for John and Martha we really won't know 
their relationship to the Samuel Summers family.

I was right. I decided to google John J. Jackley on the internet and found a family entry stating that 
his widow; Martha Jane (SUMMERS) Jackley married Major Daniel "Dan" Leonidas McGary 
circa 1859 in Brownsville, Cameron, Texas, United States. They raised a large family and I also 
found her obituary at FAG stating her parents were Mr. & Mrs. Samuel R. Summers family of 
Washington County, Missouri. This verifies my suspicion that the daughter born 1828-1830 was 
indeed Martha Jane (SUMMERS) who first married John J. Jackley circa 1858-1859 and had two 
children listed above. Richard Lee Jackley married Imogene ( BARNES) and died in Dallas,

Much confusion surrounds the birth liocation of John Robert Vassar. In 1835, his father; Samuel 
bought property in Clinton County, Missouri where he shows up in the 1840 census. Checking the 
deed records in Clinton County might reveal when Samuel disposed of his property giving us a 
departure date before he shows up in the 1846 Wapello, Iowa State census. Some have recorded 
John's birth location as in Worth County, Missouri. 

Worth County, Missouri is in the extreme northwest of Missouri on the border of Missouri and Iowa. 
Clinton County, Missouri is located several counties south of Worth County. Wapello County, Iowa is 
located in the lower middle of Iowa State. 

If Samuel sold his property in Clinton County, Missouri before the birth of John in 1842 and took a 
northernly direction from Clinton County he could have crossed Worth County on his way into Iowa. 
Crossing the Iowa border, taking an easterly direction he ended up in Wapello County, iowa for the 
1846 state census. In other words, I am not ruling out the Worth County birth location for John 
Robert Vassar, but at present the evidence suggests he was born in Clinton County, Missouri. Floyd

This location was obtained from the Missouri Corps of Engineers from a map they produced of 
cemeteries that were going to be inundated due to the failed Meramec Lake Project of 1975. 

In 1975, before the Missouri Corp. of Engineers decided to flood the Washington and Crawford 
County areas for the proposed Meramec Lake Project, they took a name only census of all the 
cemeteries that were going to be flooded. Working with their regional representatives, a husband 
and wife team; the Immekus', I obtained a list and maps of all the affected cemeteries. 

All these cemeteries were going to be washed away when flooded, so, in compliance with the 
law, the Corp. published in the various local newspapers, notices advising family, friends and 
interested parties to remove their family from those cemeteries. I began a full name and full date 
census count of each and every cemetery... all 35 of them. 

The local citizenry did not want their hills and valley's flooded into Meramec Lake, so they worked 
hard to defeat this project and after several years, they were successful. However, the Corp of 
Engineers did not sell back the land they had acquired for the proposed lake project to the people 
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but kept all the land within the possession of the government. The Corp of Engineers increased 
the boundaries of the Meramec State Park with land they bought for the proposed lake project. 

In those years, I drove from St. Peters, Missouri where I lived, out to those cemeteries and 
recorded what I saw on those headstones. This cemetery is one of those cemeteries. After 
discovering Find-A-Grave, in 2007, which is a perfect vehicle for posting my cemetery census 
work, I have now been trying to download and update what I saw back in 1985. Many of those 
graves are now lost except for my notes. 

However, it took several years to defeat this proposal and not knowing if we were going to be 
successful, I decided, using the maps, to see the headstones myself in1 985. However, it appears 
when the Corp published their intentions to flood these cemeteries, several family members 
moved their loved one's headstones to different cemeteries. Whether or not they removed the 
remains is unknown, however, this is the original resting place for these ancestors and since the 
Meramec Lake Project never took place, it is probably where many of our ancestors are still 
buried.

Research Note 

With the John J. Jackley family living next door in the 1850 census presents some intriguing 
questions. They have a son Richard L. Jackely aged 4 months who happens to be living with 
his sister, Margaret in the 1860 census with the Samuel Summers family near Brownville 
Post Office, Nemaha, Nebraska Territory. The parents of the Jackley children are not listed. 
John J. Jackley must have made an impression on Samuel and Jency because they named 
one of the children; John J. Summers in 1847. This means the Summers family knew the 
Jackley family in 1847. We have a missing daughter, born 1828-1830 in the Summers family 
according to the 1830 census and I wonder if Martha Jackley age 20 in the 1850 census is 
that missing daughter. Looking for a marriage record for Jackley, Jackly provided no 
answers. No one else on ancestry.com knows anything about the Jackley family from 
Switzerland living in Liberty Twp, Washington County, Missouri. It appears that John J. and 
Martha J. Jackley died between 1852 after the birth of daughter; Margaret and before the 1856 
Nebraska state census where the Summers family has moved. Checking find-a-grave I found 
no references to Washington County, Missouri Jackley burials.

I was right. I decided to google John J. Jackley on the internet and found a family entry stating 
that his widow; Martha Jane (SUMMERS) Jackley married Major Daniel "Dan" Leonidas 
McGary circa 1859 in Brownsville, Cameron, Texas, United States. They raised a large family 
and I also found her obituary at FAG stating her parents were Mr. & Mrs. Samuel R.

McGary died when he was very young, and when old enough he was sent to St. Louis and placed in 
the commercial house of relatives, where he clerked by day and studied law by night. After finishing 
his law studies, he removed to Nebraska territory, and May 10, 1855, was appointed the first United 
States district attorney of Nebraska territory for the southern district. According to his son, he was 
intimately associated with J. Sterling Morton <http://www.findagrave.com/cgi-bin/fg.cgi? 
page=gr&GRid=658032 1 > and for a time assisted in the publication of the Nebraska City News. In 
the later 50s Mr. McGary was married to Mrs. R. L. Jackley <http://www.findagrave.com/cgi- 
bin/fg. cgi?page=gr&GRid=340760 11> . a widow, and the two, with their possessions in wagons, 
migrated to Uvalde, Tex., then an extreme frontier town. Here McGary practiced law and fought 
Indians until the Civil War commenced, when he moved his wife and two children to the home of 
Tacitus Clay <http://www.findagrave.com/cgi-bin/fg.cgi?page=gr&GRid=32133924> . an uncle 
living at Independence, Tex., and enlisted in the Confederate army. He fought until the close of the 
war, was several times wounded, but was never captured and never surrendered. He returned home, 
and remained until his death an unreconstructed rebel. Immediately after the war he established a 
weekly newspaper at Brenham, Tex., calling it the Southern Banner, the stars and bars being 
conspicuous in the headlines. He made life miserable for the carpet baggers who flocked to 
Washington county after the war, and was eventually thrown in jail for alleged inciting of rebellion. 
While in jail he was fed by the white people of Brenham, and continued to edit his paper from behind 
the bars. Later the "military boss" of the city detached a file of soldiers who burned the Banner office, 
and the same fire destroyed the entire business portion of the city, for which citizens of Brenham 
have unsuccessfully endeavored to secure relief from Congress. Mr. McGary also established a 
newspaper in Galveston and was for many years editor and proprietor of the Houston Age, a paper 
which had a national reputation, although insignificant in size. Throughout the state he was known as 
"Uncle Dan'l, " and counted among his personal friends the most distinguished citizens of Texas. His 
wife died in Mar., 1902, and he never recovered from the shock of her death, and followed her to a 
grave in Magnolia cemetery, Beaumont, just four weeks later.

They have a son Richard L. Jackely aged 4 months who happens to 
be living with his sister, Margaret in the 1860 census with the Samuel Summers family 
near Brownville Post Office, Nemaha, Nebraska Territory. The parents of the Jackley 
children are not listed. John J. Jackley must have made an impression on Samuel and 
Jency because they named one of the children; John J. Summers in 1 847. This means 
the Summers family knew the Jackley family in 1847.

I was right. I decided to google John J. Jackley on the internet and found a family entry

They raised 
a large family and I also found her obituary at FAG stating her parents were Mr. & Mrs.

Cismore [sic] Carr, farmer and stock raiser, Washington. His parents were Joshua and Susy 
Carr, who came from Virginia, to this county, in 1814. They are both dead. Mrs. Carr survived her 
husband many years. They were the parents of four children: two girls and two boys. Jason M., 
married and moved to the State of Missouri, and died there. Mary Susy [sic - Susie] was married 
to Captain E. Henkle, and died some years since. Their biography appears in this work. Mary 
Jane was married to Henry Baughn, and lives in the neighborhood. Cismore, the subject of this 
sketch, was born October 28, 1818, on the very spot of ground where he now resides. He spent 
his earlier years in the vicinity of his residence. 

Mr. Carr remained unmarried until February 23, 1870, when he married Miss Margaret Jane 
Isgrig, daughter of Madison Isgrig of Missouri. They were married in Missouri, but came to his 
home in this county at once. They have four children: Christine Jane, Mary Susy, Wilber Jason 
and Harman [sic]. 

Mr. Carr owns and lives on a number one farm, containing three hundred and ten acres, situated 
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three miles west from Washington, midway between the Wilmington and Plymouth pike. His 
house is built on a hill or elevation one hundred or more feet above the town of Washington. This 
is one of the most beautiful locations for building purposes in the county, being on the divide 
between the waters of Paint and Sugar creeks. 

Mr. Carr, all his life, has been a very active, energetic industrious man; but few men in the county 
have performed so much hard labor as Mr. Carr. For a number of years past, he has devoted 
much time and energy in the late fall and early winter in the purchasing and shipment of hogs on 
commission for Cincinnati parties and elsewhere. 

Mr. Carr, for years, has had certain interests which have called him west. He has been west 
thirty-eight times. All of these trips may not have been very remunerative, but some of them most 
assuredly proved very profitable, for it was thus that Mr. Carr secured a most estimable wife, 
which certainly is no small thing, especially for an old bachelor to do. In politics he is a 
Republican.

The Anomaly of William and John W. Isgriggs 
by Floyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C..

In my early years of family history research circa 1975, when investigating the family 
of Madison "Uncle Matt" Isgriggs and Christina Catherine "Aunt Tennie" ( HARPER) 
Isgriggs of Johnson Township of Washington County, Missouri, I was not as thorough 
and detailed in my research as I have become in my later years. 

One individual in particular, now stands out with an error concerning his name and 
birth date and all of the other researchers have fallen for this error including myself. I 
now present this article to clarify and expel any additional perpetuation of this error so 
others in the future will not fall into the trap. 

Our subject is John W. Isgriggs son of Matt and Tennie, listed above. Where we all 
went wrong, we overlooked some vital evidence in our research and believed the birth 
date as recorded in various documents by John over the years, which the day of the 
29 th may have been his and the month of August may have been his but the birth 
year of 1848 was not his... but his brother's birth date.

I can find no evidence to his 
disposition and either William was his first name or his middle name. Checking the 
newspapers after the 1860 census might reveal what happened to him. He may have 
died in the civil war or died of a disease. 

Since he is not with his family in the 1870 census would not necessarily indicate he 
died but he would have been 21 years old at that time and could have moved away 
and left home.

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Two points with this census, first John exaggerates his age, which he is actually 19 
and as previously stated, William is absent from the family. However, this is the first 
indication that John's middle name starts with a W. Highly unlikely his middle name is 
William since Mat and Tennie already named a son William!!! 

Checking the neighbors in the 1870 census I found no reference to a William Isgriggs 
born 1 848. 

Shortly, after this census John married Miss Susan Franklin on 22 October 1871 .

Somehow, somewhere he changes his birth year to 1848 or 1849. Could it have had 
something to do with his marriage age, he being only 20 years old since he was born 
in 1851 and married in 1871? 

Under Missouri law, females under the age of 18 had to have permission to marry 
from their parents or legal guardians and males had to be age 21 otherwise they had 
to have permission from their parents or legal guardians. Susan was only 16 when 
she married. 

This could explain why he misrepresented his age and birth year all those years. I can 
concede maybe the 29 th was his birthday and August may have been his birth 
month but 1851 as reported by his parents was his birth year. 

In all of the census records he is listed as the following...

Nowhere is he listed as a William. Checking the deed records for land transactions 
might reveal his full name also checking the local newspapers of social activities 
might reveal a middle name but until I can find proof of his middle name he remains 
John W. Isgriggs. 

In conclusion, William Isgriggs born 1848 named after his Uncle William Isgriggs born 
1 81 0 and John W. Isgriggs born 1 851 named after his uncle John B. Isgriggs born 
1 81 3 were two separate brothers and those of you who have combined them in your 
family records need to separate them and expand your Isgriggs family research to find 
John's middle name. 

And change his birth date to 29 August 1 851 .

Georgiana "Anna" (TURNBULL) Isgriggs married Robert Alonzo Merritt. Either, 
George and Anna were divorced between the birth of daughter; Myrtle Agnes in 1 893 
and her marriage to Merritt in 1 897 or Anna was a widow when she married Merritt. 
Checking the local newspapers from 1895 to 1901 might produce an article on 
George's death thereby solving this controversy and thereby might give us his burial 
location.

My greatgrandmother inscribed a small bible to my mother when she was a little girl. 
In it she wrote that the bible had belonged to. ..her mother: Sophronia Fitzwater 
Brown, HER mother: Mary Isgriggs Fitzwater, and HER mother: Sarah Isgriggs 
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My great-grandmother was Eary Brown, b. Feb 1880 in Sullivan Franklin Co., MO. 

I did find a Sophronia Fitzwater, b. Washington Co., MO in 1837, but the Fitzwater 
researchers say she is the same woman who married Beverley Hansel in May 1880. 
In any case, my Sophronia listed her birth year as 1854 (which makes more sense for 
having an only child in 1880) in the 1900 census, where she is listed as Sophia J. 
What is interesting is that Sophronia Fitzwater, b. 1 837 is the daughter of Jack and 
Bet (Isgrigg) Fitzwater. And Elizabeth "Bet" is the daughter of Henry and Sarah 
(Lemmon) Isgrigg. So it kind of fits. ..and kind of doesn't. 

Does anyone know of any other Fitzwater - Isgrigg connections? Or of any Mary 
Isgrigg with a mother named Sarah? This mystery is driving me crazy. Thanks for 
your help.

Bride is usually given as Sophrona/Sophronia Jane Fitzwater, so do not know why the 
record shows.

J. Fitzwater - see enumeration for Valentine Carter in 1880 Boone Township, 
Crawford County. In 1860 and 1870 Beverly is listed with parents Henry

Research Note by Floyd Pratt 

As you have probably already observed, when Beverly and Sophrina were married in 
1 880 she was 43 years old. I can not find any evidence that she may have been 
previously married. Looking at the 1840, 1850, 1860 and 1870 census indicated that 
Sophrina was living with her parents up until she married in 1880. In contrast, Beverly 
was 25 years old almost half her age. Why she waited so late to marry is unknown. 
Her age on the 1880 census has been overwritten not giving us a clear number. Also, 
is she had been married to William M. Brown, then why didn't she use the name Jane 
G. Brown on her marriage record? Since she used her maiden name, indicates 
maybe this is not the same woman ir she and Brown had a falling out and she was 
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not on speaking terms with him.

Our information comes, 
among other things, from a bible given to my great grandmother Eary Brown by her 
mother. In it she (Eary) wrote that it was the bible of (her mother) Sophonia Fitzwater 
Brown and that her mother was Mary Isgriggs Fitzwater and her mother was Sarah 
Isgriggs. The Mary thing must be an error - It was Elizabeth. 

I also have Sophronia's death certificate. Lists her parents as Fitzwater and 
Elizabeth Isgrigg. 

I cannot find a record of the marriage. ...and William Brown is a bit of a mystery 
persona. Lots of family stories. ...nothing I have found indicates that any of them are 
even remotely true. 

The thing about Sophronia marrying Beverly Hansel is a red herring. It can't be the 
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same Sophronia. Eary was born in Feb 1880 and Bev and his wife (Jennie) are listed 
in May 1 880. I can't find William and Sophronia in the census until 1 900. It has 
occurred to me that Beverly and William might be the same person because they 
never seem to appear in the census at the same time, but the Hansel people seem to 
have a whole history for him. ...not that I have one for William.... 

William and Sophronia (Sophia) are listed in 1900, but I can't find them in 1910. 
Sophronia died on 1 2 Feb 1 91 2. 

Oddly - on William's death certificate, 26 Aug 1924, the family (Eary's husband) lists 
William's mother as Mary Isgriggs. I'm assuming this is an error and that he (Edward 
Dooley Preston) mixed up his father-in-laws mother's maiden name with his mother- 
in-laws. ...but I haven't been able to find William's family yet.. ..so no clue.... Father 
listed as Henry. 

If you know anything about William Brown, I would also be interested in hearing that. 
As I said, there are a lot of stories (he came from Ireland after killing a man, he ran off 
with a (black) serving girl and fathered a child at age 80). According to the census his 
parents were born in Louisiana and Kentucky. According to his death certificate he 
was born in Belleville, IL. He did remarry - to a woman named Anna. I can't find 
them in the census. In 1930 there is a boy named Homer W. Brown (age 11) living 
with my grandfather and his parents. He's listed as a roomer.. ..but I have a feeling he 
might be the boy. Would love to know what happened to him. 

Looking forward to seeing what you've found.

This family has a 
story for everything. :) But that's where the Prestons were living. 

I'm positive that William and Sophronia were married during Eary's childhood and 
adulthood.

I disagree that William Brown and Sophronia were still married when she died. 
Because she was living with Beverly Hansell in the 1910 census, included in my 
notes. 

I explain why she jumped from Brown to Hansell to Brown then to Hansell in my report 
I am preparing. Also, I believe Hansell died shortly after the 1910 census and then she 
moved down to Chafee from Sullivan to be near her daughter. 

I think she had divorced both men but lived with them over a period of time. This 
explains how she could have married Hansell in 1880 and divorced him and by the 
1900 census she is back living with divorced Brown in Scott County. Then she and 
Brown separated or divorced and she is back with Hansell in Sullivan by the 1 91 0 
census. Hansell family historians also believed she had some childen with Hansell 
but I can't wrap my mind around that since in the 1 91 0 census she states she only 
had 1 child born and living. {Eary} 

Court records need to be researched in Franklin County and Scott County to find out 
the dates of her divorces. 

She may have been living with Brown when she died but it does not mean she was 
legally married to him. If you notice on her death certificate, it was not Brown who was 
the informant but Eary. Also, she didn't want to be buried in Union Park Cemetery 
where Brown was eventually buried, she was buried in Rockview Cemetery in 1912 
and when Brown died in 1924 he chose not to be buried in Rockview near her but in 
Union Park Cemetery.

My mother insists that the Rodney Preston family invented the middle name Juanita 
because it was the name of Rodney's wife and there was some brotherly dispute in 
relation to the marriage. ..which I still don't quite understand. It would be good to find 
another record. 

I will look forward to reading your report.. .a back and forth marriage/relationship would 
make a certain amount of sense with the mystery surrounding William Brown. ...but I 
am having a hard time wrapping my head around Rodney/Karl not knowing any of it 
...although there does seem to be a certain precedent for keeping secrets. The 
brothers were very close and my mother remembers getting together with her 
cousins every year for many years until the brothers stopped speaking. The feud 
wasn't ended until Karl's death. Karl (my grandfather) did share a lot of the family 
"secrets" with my mother.. ..so I'm curious why this one would not have been 
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mentioned. 

The separate burials can't be taken as evidence of a divorce before Sophronia's 
death. ...because he remarried after her death, his second wife is mentioned on his 
death certificate.... 

Not that I'm saying you are wrong. ...just that what he did AFTER she died isn't 
evidence of what happened before she died....

Katie, Ok, granted but let me bring you up to date so you can keep up with my current 
research. 

[1] Homer Wilson Brown living with the Prestons in the 1930 census is the son of 
William M. & Annie (LOWE) Brown living in the Kelso Township, Scott County, 
Missouri in the 1920 census as age 2. 

[2] William's wife Annie on William's death certificate stated he was born in Belleville, 
Illinois. In the 1920 census, William states he was born in Indiana as were his 
parents, but look at that census and you can see originally Illinois was written in the 
spaces for his birth state and Indiana was written over the Illinois. 

[3] Also, Annie on William's death certificate stated he was a carpenter, in the 1920 
census he is listed as a carpenter. 

[4] We know William died in 1924 in Scott County, also it appears Annie (LOWE) 
Brown may have died before the 1930 census since 12-year-old Homer Wilson 
Brown is living with his step-sister's family by 1930. 

[5] Annie's birth surname Lowe was obtained from the Lowe Family tree on 
ancestry.com but she only used the 1920 census as a source. 

[6] Don't get confused with the additional children in the 1920 census, i.e., Tillie Brown 
born 1899 and William Brown born 1901 , these children may not have been William's 
but Annie's from her previous marriages. 

[7] Also, William Brown was showing signs of extreme senility as stated on his death 
certificate for years before he died. This is why he was not consistent with his birth 
state and even stated he was born in Louisiana and we now know Annie born 1872 
was born in Louisiana per the 1920 census. 

[8] If this senility was prevalent throughout his adult life, then this would be a good 
reason why Sophrina could not handle him on a full time basis and helped out with 
him in short spurts of time during their tenure. 

[9] Homer evidently moved to Scottsdale, Maricopa County, Arizona where he died in 
February 1970 according to his SSDI. 
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[10] Due to Sophrina's elderly age, she was 63 by the 1900 census, she too may 
have been suffering from an aliment since she waited until age 33 before she married 
William M. Brown circa 1873. 

[11] My reasoning for that statement is her inconsistencies with birth years throughout 
her census records and jumping back and forth from Brown (1873) to Hansell (1880) 
to Brown (1900) to Hansell (1910) to Brown {1912). I am sure her daughter; Eary had 
a great deal of influence on Sophrina's decisions concerning her spouses. Eary had a 
vested interest in her mother staying with Brown. 

[12] After Sophrina married Hansell in 1880, I am convinced they divorced or 
separated shortly thereafter, maybe the responsibility of raising an infant was too 
much for Hansell but I believe Sophrina and Brown got back together sometime after 
1 880 and the proof of this union is in the 1 900 census where they are living 
together.. .again. 

[13] However by the 1900 census, the Prestons had left Howell County and moved to 
Springfield. 

[14] After the 1900 census, Sophrina had had enough of Brown and they 
separated. ..again and she went back to Hansell who cared and represented a safe 
haven for her as evident in the 1 91 0 census until he died or they separated again and 
she moved down from Sullivan to Chaffee. 

[1 5] At the age of 73+ she was not in the best of health and I am sure Eary wanted 
her mother to be near her in Chaffee so she could look out for her. Evidently, 
Sophrina "hooked up" with Brown in Chaffee and as you had stated, Brown lived with 
the Prestons at the time of Sophrina's death in 1 91 2. 

[16] Brown now free from any marital encumbrances, met, courted and married 
widow; aged 38+ Annie (LOWE) sometime between 1915-1917 when son; Homer 
Wilson Brown was born in 1918.

I have a few points, regarding the following numbers above: 

1 ) I have the 1 920 census as well. I agree that the older children are probably 
Annie's. I would suspect that their name in earlier census records is not Brown. 
Homer is not Eary's step brother - he's her half brother. I can't see the information on 
Ancestry. 

2) The informant on the death certificate for William Brown wasn't Annie - it was 
Edward Dooley Preston - Eary's husband. Same as Sophronia. I've attached the file. 

1 3) I don't have a current Ancestry subscription - there is an 1 876 state census for 
Franklin county. Have you checked to see if William and Sophronia appear there? 

And a few questions: 

• You mentioned William and Sophronia married ca 1 873 - what's the source there? 
Eary wasn't born until February 1 880. Is that the 26 years from the 1 900 census? I 
have the same estimated date, but I don't have any evidence other than the statement 
in the census. 

• May 1880 - The marriage record for Beverly and his wife calls her Jane G. 
Fitzwaters - what's the source that says this individual was Sophronia? Is it just the 
1910 census? 

• June 1880 - Beverly Hansel and wife Jennie appear in the Crawford Co. census. 
Where's Eary? She would be 4 months old. And where is William Brown in the 
census 

• 1900 - William and Sophia appear in Howell Co. Where is Hansel? I would love to 
find either man without a wife during the intervals that you are suggesting they had 
been deserted by Sophronia? The fact that the two men never appear in the census 
during the same year has always made me wonder if they were one and the same. 

• One word about the marriage dates in the census: Obviously, if your theory is 
correct both couples were lying left and right in the census. Was she married to both 
of them simultaneously? If she was divorced from either man then the 26/27 years 
listed in the census is inaccurate. 1 91 0 - the 27 isn't really right to begin with - you 
would think that 30 years even would be easy enough to remember. Why say 27?

Katie, Thanks for your inquiries, it shows me you are paying attention. The definition 
of step-brother and half-brother are the same. However, if you prefer the definition it's 
ok. 
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Since you can't see my tree on ancestry.com I have invited you as a guest. 

After I sent that email I realized I had the informant wrong you are right it is Edward. 

Concerning the 1869 State Census of Franklin County, there is a William M. Brown 
large family but he is 46 years and older. 1 876 census has a 5 year old William 
Brown and a 42 year old William Brown not your guy. Since Sophrina's family lived in 
the New Rock community, near the Hansells and Carters of Boone Township, 
Crawford County, then this is where she probably was married and by Rev. Valentine 
S. Carter. 

The 1900 census marriage of 26 years (1874) has to be bogus since Eary wasn't 
born until 1880. This leads me to believe that maybe Sophrina had some sort of 
mental deficiency and suffered from memory impairment. 

Byron Nelson a descendant of the Hansell family and an extreme researcher on those 
lines, is responsible for 80% of what I know about the Hansell family. Back in the 
1980's he and I corresponded very heavily, just like you and I are doing and his 
research notes stated it was common knowledge that Beverly Hansell married 
Sophrina Jane "Jennie" ( FITZWATERS) daughter of Jack and Elizabeth who lived 
in the community. 

I have not heard from him in years and maybe you can Google his name and get in 
touch with him and see what new information he has learned about the Hansell family 
since he and I corresponded. He lived in Chicago. 

I did an extensive exhausting research looking for Brown and Eary in the 1 880 census 
using all forms of name variations and unfortunately he and she could not be found. 
This is common with newborn infants, the parents didn't always list them with the 
census-taker. So, I believe she was with Beverly and Sophrina and was not listed. 

I think the failure to find single, divorced or separated unhappy ex-spouses in very 
common in the census arena. I have found until single men marry, they disappear 
from the grid, then "pop" up out of nowhere with a family. Separated and divorced 
men sometimes leave the relationship in shame, disgrace and/or humiliation and 
even sometimes they are wanted by the law for some sort of misdeed. They too fall 
off the grid and seldom surface in the same locale. Getting away from all the people 
who knew you and your wife, when you divorce, is still a common practice today. 

Bonnie and I lived in Florida for 20 years and just moved to Colorado to be near the 
grandchildren in April of this year. While we lived in Florida, we met many people male 
and female who were "healing" from a broken relationship and you would not believe 
how far they traveled to "escape" those bad memories. 

Concerning the marriage dates, census age dates and other information, I am 
convinced either William, Sophrina or both of them suffered from some sort of mental 
deficiency. Waiting until you are 33 years old to marry, would fly in today's society due 
to school, career, and other activities putting off marriage until one "sows their oats" is 
acceptable and proper. 
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However, in the 1 870's if a single girl did not get married by age 1 3-1 6 then there was 
something wrong with her.. .in the eyes of the social community, where she lived. 
Especially, those rural church going, God fearing, socialites would and always put 
pressure on these daughters to marry and bear grandchildren. It was very important 
that these daughters married and took their "place" within the community 
unless. ..they had a health issue. 

I think this is what we are dealing with here. If you could have interviewed Eary, before 
she died and knew what questions to ask, I am sure she would have told you about 
some sort of health issue her mother had to deal with. 

The only issue you and I are aware of is her inability to bear children, other than Eary. 
If a man marries a woman and she can not produce children, back in the day, this 
was grounds for a divorce.. .even if it wasn't the woman's fault! 

Women and/or wives, during the 1800's were thought of as cattle and property owned 
by the husband and required to service him in all his needs. This type of archaic 
attitude gave rise to the women's suffrage movement and rightly so. 

So, you and I can speculate for hours, why they misrepresented so much information 
in all the documents we have for these people and we are probably wrong in our 
assumptions. 

Based on the facts, this relationship between Brown-Fitzwaters and Hansell was and 
is still not a normal relationship.Only by locating divorce records in Crawford, Franklin, 
Howell and Scott counties can we know for sure if they ever divorced. 

In 1987, as an adult, when I confronted my birth mother as to why she divorced my 
father when I was 1 -year-old, and gave me up to him to raise, while she ran off to sing 
in the nightclubs of New Orleans, her reply was. .."it was just one of those things". 
Totally unsatisfactory answer, but the kind of answers you get from relatives 
concerning acts they have done or acts of omission. 

So even if Sophrina was alive today to talk to you, you might not get a straight answer.

Sophronia's mental deficiency = Speculation. Marrying late was rare, yes.. ..unheard 

of no I have quite a few of them in my tree. Sophronia was the oldest daughter 

and it is also possible that it would have been her responsibility to care for young ones 
at home. She also might have been unattractive in some way other than being 
unhealthy or mentally deficient or just not inclined to marry. There are a host of 
reasons why she might not have married earlier - and we'll never know the right one. 

I'm not aware of Sophronia's "inability to have children." = That's more speculation. 
There are a host of reasons why Eary might not have had siblings. Sophronia may 
have had an inability to have children. William Brown might have had an inability to 
have children. William Brown was a scoundel and kind of crazy and perhaps prone 
to disappearing for periods of time. ...which may also have contributed to them only 
having one child. She also may have known how to prevent pregnancies if William 
Brown was that difficult. Having more babies would only have made her life more 
difficult. Eary was known to have some not-from-school medical knowledge - I have 
no idea where she learned it. There are host of reasons why there might not have 
been more children and we'll never know the right one. 

Eary was a fiercely independent, self-taught woman who ended up being the Justice 
of the Peace in her community. More speculation, but I think it's more likely that her 
fortitude came from the decisions her mother was making than from the ones her 
father was making. 

I have also researched the census extensively looking for William and Sophronia and 
Eary in 1 880 as well as William as a child. I have had no luck, but I'll definiely let you 
know if I find anything new. Don't know if you noticed but in browsing page by page in 
the Meramac Twp 1 880 census I found that there are entire pages that were filled out 
with first initial and last name only as well as pages that are completely washed out 
and illegible. 

I have had the same thought about the single men in the census - especially William 
Brown, intentionally not being counted. I still wish I could find them. 

I think you should check your definitions of half-siblings and step-siblings. They are 
actually quite different. Half-siblings biologically share a single parent. Step-siblings 
do not biologically share either parent but are siblings because the parents married 
after their birth.

As you have probably already observed, when Beverly and Sophrina were married in 1 880 she was 
43 years old. I can not find any evidence that she may have been previously married. Looking at the 
1840, 1850, 1860 and 1870 census indicated that Sophrina was living with her parents up until she 
married in 1880. In contrast, Beverly was 25 years old almost half her age. Why she waited so late 
to marry is unknown. Her age on the 1880 census has been overwritten not giving us a clear 
number.

It should be noted here that Rinard Kimberlin was a good neighbor and a friend to the Henry Pratt 
family. 

When the Pratts arrived in eastern Crawford County in March 1839, they moved into Richwoods 
Twp, Washington, Missouri after their ordeal on the "Trail of Tears". They settled near the 
Kimberlins and struck up a good friendship. 

When James Pratt married Rinard's daughter, Catherine in 1847-1848, James probably told 
Rinard that he wanted a piece of property near Rinard or Catherine told James to buy some 
property near her parents either way, it was against the law for indians to own or buy land. 
Rinard bought the land, the James Pratt family settled on from Firmin Desloge and 3 weeks later 
sold 24 acres of the 105 acres to his son-in-law, James Pratt. 

Rinard did the same for his daughter, Mary after she married Alexander Pratt.. James' brother. 
After James became a property owner it was easier for James and Alexander to pass themself 
off as a white man even though they were Vfe Cherokee.

The state of West Virginia was admitted to the Union on 20 June 1863 with a total of fifty counties. 
This new state was formed due to the protest of it's citizens against Virginia's acceptance as a 
confederate state. The Allegheny Mountain range seperated the two regions and the citizen's of 
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West Virgina wanted their own form of government. 

Randolph County, Virginia was created October 1786 and borders Pendleton County. When 
West Virginia was created in 1863, Randolph County also became part of West Virginia. 

After Jonas and Catherine (WOLFORD) Harmon's marriage around 1817-1818 in proposed 
Pendleton County, they show up in the 1820 Pendleton County, Virginia census. However, a 
contingent of Harmon families left Pendleton County and moved to neighboring Randolph County, 
Virginia. 

Pinpointing Jacob Isaac Harmon's birth location has generated some confusion because we do 
not know when the Jonas Harmon Sr. family moved from Pendleton to Randolph County. 
Checking the deed records of Pendleton County may shed some light as to when Jonas sold any 
land, if he owned any, and left the region. 

The 1830 Federal Census commenced on 1 June 1830 and was to be recorded for 6 months 
with extensions up 12 months.

However, a 
contingent of Harmon families left Pendleton County and moved to neighboring Randolph County, 
Virginia. Pinpointing Jacob Isaac Harmon's birth location has generated some confusion because 
we do not know when the Jonas Harmon Sr. family moved from Pendleton to Randolph county. 
Checking the deed records of Pendleton County may shed some light as to when Jonas sold any 
land, if he owned any, and left the region.

Mrs. Mary Hyde, familiarly known as Grandma Hyde, was born in 1827 and died at the residence 
of her son-in-law, T. B. Rutherford, In Sullivan, Mo., October 15, 1908, after a long illness. She 
was twice married, her first husband being Hulett Hughes. To this union 7 children were born, 4 
of whom are living.

For over 30 years, Nancy's death date and California location has been stated on the 
Internet without any explanation. Other than a death date of 30 October 1875 and 
someone stated she died in California this is all any of us knew concerning the 
circumstances of her demise. 
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It now appears, son; Charles Henry "Hy" Hibler made a trip from Boone Township, 
Crawford County, Missouri where he was living with his mother; Nancy and wife; 
Savilla and daughter; Nancy in the 1870 census to Amador County, California as 
evident by the California Voter Registers, 1866-1898 placing him in Amador County 
in 1875. This record states the following...

Since Charles Henry Hibler was born in 1 848 in Missouri and they used his full 
name, this record scores a high probability he is one and the same, son of Daniel 
and Nancy Jane (KIMBERLING) Clark Hibler. 

Since his mother; Nancy Jane (KIMBERLING) Clark Hibler died according to 
Internet sources, on the 30 October 1875 in California, would indicate she made the 
trip with him and evidently died in Amador County, California where he was 
living in 1875. 

Usually, individuals did not make the long trek to California alone and since his 
mother went along, would indicate maybe Charles took his wife Savilla j. "Bea" 
(HUGHES) Hibler with him as well as daughter; Nancy and maybe several others 
accompanied them on this journey. 

The care and consideration for womenfolk took a priority when crossing the western 
plains. Food, provisions and money as well as protection from the elements and 
hostile fortune seekers would have required a large contingency of men and 
supplies for the trip. 

Nancy would have been 60+ years and the hardship would have been unbearable 
however, the opportunity of seeing new lands and places as well as obtaining a 
better life would have been a powerful draw. 

To compound the interest of the Crawford County neighbors further, if Charles was 
motivated by gold fever, then it would have been easy to acquire supporters and 
fellow adventurers as evident by the following article.

Amador County, California was created by the California Legislature on May 1 1, 
1854. The county later split into Amador, Calaveras and El Dorado Counties. It was 
organized on July 3, 1854.

The county is named for Jose Maria Amador, soldier, rancher and miner, who was 
born in San Francisco in 1 794, the son of Sergeant Pedro Amador (a Spanish 
soldier who settled in California in 1771) and younger brother to Sinforosa Amador. 

In 1848, Jose Maria Amador, with several Native American, established a successful 
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gold mining camp near the present town of Amador City. In Spanish, the word 
amador means "one who loves. " Some of the Mother Lode's most successful gold 
mines were located in Amador County, including the Kennedy, Argonaut and the 
Keystone.

Since several national publications were focusing on the gold issue in California, 
these stories of get-rich-quick scenarios dominated the talk of small town America. 
Tens of thousands ventured westward looking for their fair share of wealth in the hills 
of California. 

Several Crawford County fortune seekers including my own relatives made those 
treks westward only to find disillusionment and disappointment. 

How long Charles and company remained in Amador County is unknown, however 
after the death of his mother, and with gold prospects diminishing, I am sure some 
of their ensemble voiced a desire to return to Missouri and we do know they returned 
to Missouri sometime before 1879. 

After an unsuccessful attempt to strike it rich, and we know this because of several 
factors... first they did not remain in California and I am sure they found all the gold 
was in someone else's bank. Second when Charles and troupe returned, Charles 
wife; Savilla could have possibly contracted an illness from the trip since she died on 
the 6 th of November 1879 in Boone Township, Crawford County, Missouri. 

And the third and most striking evidence they did not strike it rich, is in the 1880 
census of Boone Township, Crawford County where Charles and daughter Nancy 
are living with his in-laws; Judge John Taylor Sr. and Mary "Polly" ( ISGRIGGS) 
Hyde family. 

Judge John Hyde is Mary "Polly" (ISGRIGGS) Hughes' second husband. John 
Hulet Hughes was her first husband and father of deceased daughter; Savilla j. 
"Bea" (HUGHES) Hibler wife of Charles Henry "Hy" Hibler. If Charles had money, 
he would have bought property. 

There you have it, Nancy Jane (KIMBERLING) Clark Hibler's burial location is still 
unknown but I am sure investigating the newspapers of Amador County, California in 
1875 would produce an article concerning her disposition.

Concerning the Death of Nancy Jane (KIMBERLING) Clark Hibler

For over 30 years, Nancy's death date and California location has been stated on the Internet 
without any explanation. Other than a death date of 30 October 1 875 and someone stated she died 
in California this is all any of us knew concerning the circumstances of her demise. 

It now appears, son; Charles Henry "Hy" Hibler made a trip from Boone Township, Crawford 
County, Missouri where he was living with his mother; Nancy and wife; Savilla and daughter; 
Nancy in the 1870 census to Amador County, California as evident by the California Voter 
Registers, 1866-1898 placing him in Amador County in 1875. This record states the following...

(KIMBERLING) Clark Hibler. 

Since his mother; Nancy Jane (KIMBERLING) Clark Hibler died according to Internet sources, 
on the 30 October 1875 in California, would indicate she made the trip with him and evidently died 
in Amador County, California where he was living in 1875. 

Usually, individuals did not make the long trek to California alone and since his mother went along, 
would indicate maybe Charles took his wife Savilla j. "Bea" ( HUGHES) Hibler with him as well 
as daughter; Nancy and maybe several others accompanied them on this journey. 

The care and consideration for womenfolk took a priority when crossing the western plains. Food, 
provisions and money as well as protection from the elements and hostile fortune seekers would 
have required a large contingency of men and supplies for the trip. 

Nancy would have been 60+ years and the hardship would have been unbearable however, the 
opportunity of seeing new lands and places as well as obtaining a better life would have been a 
powerful draw. 

To compound the interest of the Crawford County neighbors further, if Charles was motivated by 
gold fever, then it would have been easy to acquire supporters and fellow adventurers as evident 
by the following article.

Amador County, California was created by the California Legislature on May 1 1, 1854. The 
county later split into Amador, Calaveras and El Dorado Counties. It was organized on July 3, 
1854. In 1864, part of the county's territory was given to Alpine County. 

The county is named for Jose Maria Amador, soldier, rancher and miner, who was born in San 
Francisco in 1 794, the son of Sergeant Pedro Amador (a Spanish soldier who settled in California 
in 1771) and younger brother to Sinforosa Amador. 

In 1848, Jose Maria Amador, with several Native American, established a successful gold mining 
camp near the present town of Amador City. In Spanish, the word amador means "one who 
loves. " Some of the Mother Lode's most successful gold mines were located in Amador County, 
including the Kennedy, Argonaut and the Keystone. 

"The Luck of Roaring Camp" is a short story by American author Bret Harte. It was first published 
in the August 1868 issue of the Overland Monthly and helped push Harte to international 
prominence. Harte lived in this area during his "Gold Rush" period, and possibly based the story in 
a mining camp on the Mokelumne River, [end] 

Since several national publications were focusing on the gold issue in California, these stories of 
get-rich-quick scenarios dominated the talk of small town America. Tens of thousands ventured 
westward looking for their fair share of wealth in the hills of California. 

Several Crawford County fortune seekers including my own relatives made those treks westward 
only to find disillusionment and disappointment. 
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How long Charles and company remained in Amador County is unknown, however after the death 
of his mother, and with gold prospects diminishing, I am sure some of their ensemble voiced a 
desire to return to Missouri and we do know they returned to Missouri sometime before 1879. 

After an unsuccessful attempt to strike it rich, and we know this because of several factors... first 
they did not remain in California and I am sure they found all the gold was in someone else's bank. 
Second when Charles and troupe returned, Charles wife; Savilla could have possibly contracted 
an illness from the trip since she died on the 6 th of November 1879 in Boone Township, 
Crawford County, Missouri. 

And the third and most striking evidence they did not strike it rich, is in the 1880 census of Boone 
Township, Crawford County where Charles and daughter Nancy are living with his in-laws; Judge 
John Taylor Sr. and Mary "Polly" ( ISGRIGGS) Hyde family. 

Judge John Hyde is Mary "Polly" (ISGRIGGS) Hughes' second husband. John Hulet Hughes 
was her first husband and father of deceased daughter; Savilla j. "Bea" ( HUGHES) Hibler wife 
of Charles Henry "Hy" Hibler. If Charles had money, he would have bought property. 

There you have it, Nancy Jane (KIMBERLING) Clark Hibler's burial location is still unknown but I 
am sure investigating the newspapers of Amador County, California in 1875 would produce an 
article concerning her disposition. 

I was able to produce all this information based on a piece of luck by discovering the California 
Voter list while preparing my latest book...

A suit to partition property occupied by the American Annex Hotel and Grand Opera House, in St. 
Louis was filed last week by Mrs. Agnes R. MacKenzie, one of the heirs of the estate of Thos. S. 
Rutherfurd, which owns the property. Mrs. MacKenzie's lawyer reports that the purpose of the 
suit is for the eventual sale of the property.

He married Sarah Catherine Hughes who survives him. They were the parents of six children, 
four of whom are living, namely: Walter S. Rutherfurd, Mrs. Emma Dyer and Miss Elsie 
Rutherfurd of Sullivan and Mrs. Maud Duemler of Seneca. Mary died at age 19 and Etta in 
infancy. 

Mr. Rutherfurd was reared in the Espiscopal Church but after coming to the farm he and his wife 
united with the Methodist Church. 

He was a member of the Odd Fellow Lodge of Sullivan. On retiring from active life on the farm 
Mr. Rutherfurd moved his family to Sullivan a number of years ago, but it as his chief pleasure to 
hunt and fish and live close to nature. He was also fond of reading and was a well informed man 
on many subjects. 

The funeral was held at the Episcopal Church Saturday afternoon, March 4, the rector, the Rev. 
Oscar Linstrom conducting the service. A quartette sang some favorite hymns, the burial 
service was held at Odd Fellow Cemetery and the members of the order performed the burial 
rites.

THE PETER PINNELL FAMILY 

Peter Pinnell was born "on the banks of the Cataba River" near Greenville, S.C., in 1755 and died, 
June 3, 1 845 at the home of his son, Hiram, at Oak Hill, Mo. He married Nancy Yarber who was of 
Dutch ancestry but further data unknown. She died Jan. 20, 1843 on the Pinnell fann at Brush 
Creek.Before his marriage he had served two years with the South Carolila troops in the 
Revolutionary War. He enlisted Nov., 1781 to serve under Wade Hampton in a company of 
cavalry but as there were not enough troops he was turned over to Col. Wayman's Regiment of 
state troops (S.C.) In the fall of 1782, after the British had taken Charleston, he was turned into 
foot service under Col. Ennis. This service lasted until the proclama tion of peace in April, 1783. 
However, after this he was selected as one of four taken from each company to serve under Lieu. 
Mallard. Their duty was to guard the goods from Charleston to Augusta that had been given to the 
Cherokees. 

In 1804 the family, now consisting of nine children removed to Livingston County, Ky. on the 
Green River. Previously Peter and his son, Asa, and several other male relatives had riden 
horseback from Greenville to find a suitable location for settlement. They liked the Green River 
valley and decided on this site. They filed their claims, stayed throughout the spring and summer 
of 1804, cleared the land and erected log cabins. Then they returned for their families. The 
Pinnells did not come alone but were a part of a great migration of families into Kentucky. All 
made the trip in ox carts. Among this group were the Holloman and Elder families (Peter's two 
eldest daughters' husbands) and the Zeiglers. Many of this wagon train followed the Pinnells to 
Missouri. Mr. Royall Pinnell states: "according to the old almanacs the winter of 1808-9 was an 
extremely severe one for that part of Kentucky and there was a' great drough in the spring and 
summer of 1809-all of this may have been a contributing cause to their dissatisfaction and desire 
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to move on to other places." In 1808 the Pinnells removed to Christian County, Ky. In 1818 the 
family, now consisting of fifteen cluldren and many grandchildren, came to Crawford County and 
settled "on the Meramec River in the eastern part of the county. In the spring of 1839 they 
removed to the farm on Brush Creek, (now occupied by W. T. Powell)" 

Jefferson D. Taylor, grandson of Peter, recorded much that is known of the early family. Among 
his notes was one in which he says: ". ..Peter Pinnell is buried at a small burial ground that lies 
just east of highway 19 and ten miles north of Cuba. I, Jefferson D. Taylor, caused a monument to 
be erected at his grave which I hope will last for years. In that monument I placed a glass jar 
containing family pictures and records together with other things of interest to our relatives and 
friends." (This jar has never been found though it may be deep in the concrete base.)

Hyde Bend ' Two previous , installments on the earlv. settlement of Hyde "Bend have appeared in 
the News. An error occurred in one of them. Captain John P. Hibler of the Union Array was there 
called "James T." Hibler. We are unable to explain the mistake but wish to correct it. Any account 
of Hyde Bend would certainly be incomplete which did not give a sketch of the man for whom it 
was named. The records o Crawford county show that John Hyde served as county judge in 
1 850-51 . He was called "Judge" Hyde thereafter. The date of the Hyde family coming to Crawford 
county in 1 81 3, over one hundred years ago, probably fixes the date of the earliest settlement of 
that locality. If any records of previous settlers can be found we would like to know of them. The 
following little biography is furnished by Mrs. J. W. Springer, one of Mr. Hyde's daughters. "John 
Hyde was born, August 23, - 1803,. in North Carolina. When ten years old, he, with his father, 
mother, brother and sisters, came to Crawford county and settled a place on the Mera-mec River 
near what is now the Ennor Ford. The place is known as the Old Burgess place, now owned by 
MrM.

They worked and cleared land. "When they ran out of food the two boys brought one wagon and 
returned home after more food.

At the age of 19, Tom Pratt embarked on a 
career in law enforcement. This experience gave him 
training in detective and investigative skills.

Remember, the family history information that is so easily exchanged today by computer was acquired over 
years and years of on-site research. While many were engaged in raising families, working for income, and < 
surviving, genealogist researchers did these things AND spent their free time in pursuit of the truth about their 
ancestors. This pursuit required great sacrifice of time, effort and money. Many researchers went to the actual 
locations to view the marriage, deed, death and birth records including visiting the cemeteries across the United 
States and foreign countries. This is why it is important to follow the above guidelines; by doing so, you give 
respect to their work and honor to their memory.
